Sir William Temple has remark’d, that this Des 
fcription contains all the jufteft Rules and Provifi- 
ons which cin go toward compofing the beft Gar- 

dens, 
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dens. Its Extent was four Acres, which, in thofe 


times of Simplicity, was.look’d uponas a large one, 
eved ford Pritice: It was inclos’d all round for 
Detence; 2nd for Conveniency join’d clofe to the 
Gates of the Palace. 

He mentfons next the Trées, which were Sfan- 
dards, and tuffered to grow their fullgheight; Th 
fing Defcription of the Fruits that nev@r feiled, and 
the eternal Zephyrs, is only a more noble and poe- 
tical way of expreffing the continual Succeffion of 
one Fruit after another throughout the Year. 

The Vineyardteems to have -betn a Plantation di- 
ftin@ from the Garden; as alfo the Beds of Greens 
mentioned afterwards at the Extremity of theln- 
clofure, in the Nature and ufual ‘Placé‘ of our 
Kitchen Gardens. et : 

The two Fountains are difpofed very remarkably. 
TRey cofe within the Inclofure, and were brought 
by Conduits or Duds,’ one of them to ‘water alt 
Parts of the Gardens, and the other underneath the 
Palace into the Town, for the Service of the’Pub- 
lick. 

How contrary to this Simplicity is the modern 
Pra@ice of Gardening ; we feem to make it var 
Study to recede from Nature, not only in the vari- 
ous Tonfure of Greens into the moft regular and 
formal Shapes, but even in monftrous Attempts 
beyond the peach of the Art it felf: We run into 
Sculpture, ‘afd are*yet’ bettér © pleas’d to‘ have our 
Trees in the.moft awkward Figures of Men and 
Animals, than in the‘ molt 'regolar ‘of their own.
